This meet was fun and for that we owe a huge 'thank you' to Andy Hotton, meet chairman, for a job very well 
done. We are sorry that he could not be with us to share the fun but he was in bed with a 103 degree fever 
and hospitalized before the meet was over. The good weather cannot be attributed to Andy but the perfect 
site in Greenfield Village, the large number of members and the Lincolns, some 30 plus from 1921 to 39, he 
did have a hand in. 


I arrived in Dearborn Wednesday evening to spend Thursday in The Ford Archives. There was so much material 
to look at, I spent all day Friday there also, missing the Lincoln-Mercury plant tour and being late for the 
Friday cocktail party at the Dearborn Inn. There wasn't time to greet a fourth of the members before Dick 
Chapman announced that dinner was not at The Inn but at the Heritage Room in The Henry Ford Museum. A mass 
exodus ensued to the parking areas, all available Lincolns were filled and driven the 3 blocks to dinner. 


After we ate, John McIntosh, film producer of Wilding Division, Bell & Howell, was introduced and asked for 
our co-operation for the Saturday filming of a video tape to be shown in the Lincoln dealership showrooms. 

Les Henry, curator of transportation, Henry Ford Museum, welcomed us, gave out some instructions on Saturday's 
parking and introduced a film about Henry Ford's world circa World War I that had been selected by Andy 
Hotton for our viewing. (We enjoyed the film, Andy) A small group later gathered in The Inn lobby to chat, 
among the subjects discussed were counterfeit bodies.

In comparing this photo with Mr. Holmes car I think it may answer the 
queation of model year." 


From Bob Shuler...The cover on The Fork & Blade caused much excitement in the office here. For some of the 
pecple, seeing the publication seemed to legitimize the whole hobby and for sure my Locke Lincoln. 


I am strongly in favor of your editorial attitude that the car hobby should be a pleasure, that everybody 
should come with their car. Few of us have the skills or resources to do a 100 point car, althcugh we der- 
ive a clearer idea of what we are doing by having that as a goal. 


Along this line, Albert Cemus in the Myth of Sisyphus gives a remarkable perspective. Sisyphus, an adventur- 
ous man of mythology, escapes from hell by tricking the devil, finally returns and is condemned for eternity 
to push a boulder up from the base to crest of a mountain. The slope of the mountain increases toward the 
summit. Sisyphus, straining against the rock more each step, labors harder until his strenght can no longer 
balance the rock, and it goes crashing past him to the valley below. Camus says this is not failure or 
cause for remorse. Sisyphus, ccllasped with fatigue as the sounds of the falling boulder echo into the 
Valley, knows before he returns to his task, that he has at this moment triumped in doing as well as he 
could. 


That's what it's all about. And I suppose that the club, in defining goals, providing assistance and in re- 
cognizing accomplishment, provides part of the incentive and part of the return that motivates many of us in 
the hobby." 


TECHNICAL....by Richard Quick, MD 


Procedure for removing the generator from the 32 KB and probably other Lincolns, without removal of the 
engine splash pans: 


Step 1. Remove the flexable coupling between the generator and water pump. 
2. Disconnect the fuel line from the fuel pump. 
„ Unhock and tape the generator lead to regulator. 
Remove the 3 mounting bolts from the generator (11/16 & 5/8) 
. Using a shop towel as a sling, place it firmly around the body of the generator. 
+ Pull the generator to the rear, carefully lifting the rear part of it back and up, and carefully 
slip it out between the car frame and the engine.

When replacing the generator, reverse the procedure above, being careful to align the slot in the front of 
the generator with the generator drive. It is suggested that a grommet be placed where the wire leaves the 
generator housing to prevent chaff. If the oiler caps need replacing this had best be done when the sener- 
ator is off the engine, (Technical is continued on page 11)

CLEANING ZINC ALLOY CASTINGS 
(CARBURETOR AND FUEL PUMP) 


A first essential in producing a good recon- 
ditioned fuel pump or carburetor is thorough 
cleaning. The cleaning procedure must not 
only remove all greasy dirt and paint but it 
must remove all sediment and corrosion which 
is frequently found in the sediment chamber 
of fuel pumps and in the float bowl of carbu- 
retors. The cleaning procedure must also 
bring back the bright clean appearance that 
the castings had when new. 

The procedure followed by the Ford Motor 
Company at the Rouge Plant has been simpli- 
fied to assist dealers to do a high quality 
cleaning job. The recommended procedure is 
outlined as follows: 


1 Place the parts in a suitable cold de- 
greasing solvent. Various makes of de- 
greasing solvents are available on the market. 
Usually about 15 minutes of soaking with 
some agitation of the solution is desired. 


9 Rinse the parts in mineral spirits and 
brush away any loosened dirt or paint. 


3 Place the parts in a caustic soda solu- 

tion for not over 15 minutes. This 
solution should contain 114 pounds of caustic 
soda (flake or granular caustic soda) per 
gallon of water. For the caustic to act on the 
parts, all oil and grease film must have been 
removed as outlined in operations #1 and #2. 
This solution removes corrosion from sedi- 
ment chamber of fuel pump and from float 
bowl of carburetor. It also brightens the parts. 


4 Remove the parts from the caustic solu- 
tion and rinse thoroughly in running 

water. Several minutes of rinsing is usually 

needed to remove all traces of caustic. 


5 Dip the parts for not over 15 seconds in 
a chromic acid solution. This solution

should contain the following materials per 
gallon of solution. 


2 pounds of chromic acid, commercial 
grade. 

5 fluid ounces of commercial 
nitric acid. 

214 fluid ounces of commercial grade 
sulphuric acid. 

Balance water.

6 After removing the parts from the chromic 

acid solution, rinse thoroughly in run- 
ning water. Be sure the running water 
rinse is free of all traces of caustic before 
rinsing the parts removed from the chromic 
acid solution. A final rinse in hot water will 
make the parts dry faster. 

When cleaning very badly corroded- parts, 
a second time through the above complete 
procedure may be necessary, but for the aver- 
age run of parts once will give them a new 
appearance. 


Some fuel pump castings are made of an 
alloy containing a small amount of copper. 
These castings will not have the same bright- 
ness as parts not having copper in the alloy. 
By matching parts of like brightness at time 
of assembly, the reconditioned pumps will 
make the best possible appearance. 


When removing the parts from the various 
solutions, permit them to drain well and turn 
any parts that have a cupped side up. This 
will conserve the solutions so they will last 
for many cleanings before having to be 
renewed. 

The caustic solution must be kept in an 
iron container with welded seams. Soldered 
seams or galvanizing will be attacked by the 
caustic.

REPLACEMENT STEERING TIE ROD ENDS for 32 KB, probably for 21-34 and. maybe later, can be obtained by ordering 
TRW part number E 75. 


IMPORTANT NOTE ON SPRAYING IMRON, DuPont's 2 part polyurethane enamel highly recommended in the paint series 
for use on chassis. A good "mask must be worn, even if spraying outside, not only by the painter but by 
anyone in the area for more than just a very few minutes. Long exposure will result in a sore throat and 
cough. Also this paint when dry is so resistant that it is not affected by lacquer thinner or enamel re- 
ducer. It can only be removed by paint remover or sanding. Any part of a chassis you do not wish paint 

on must be masked. *Mask must be of the chemical type.
